Mr. Roosevelt said he would 


take with him on a week-end fish- 
ing cruise a lot of documentary 
evidence on the bill. 


He has not had a report on it 


yet from Attorney General Mur- 
phy, he said. 


Asked what phases of the legis- 


lation he had talked over yester- 
day with Senator Hatch (D.-N.

One of the most dependable services in 


Washington, giving information and advice 
to business men, said lately that it might be 
known in two weeks whether war would 
come to Europe this year. Other observers 
have spoken frankly of the imminent danger 
of war in August or early September. 


It may not come, but the Old World is 


close to the edge. It all seems to hang now 
on the judgment of one man, a statesman of 
unstable and unpredictable mind. 


"All that is certain," says a writer in the 


New York Times, "is that the shadow of war 
is many-fronted, and that every move be- 
comes sensational because it has something 
to do with the war. These moves are multi- 
plying. Every day the war machines, now 
fed by half the human energy and more than 
half the wealth of Europe, are turning faster. 


"Even yet, however, that does not signify 


that the fatal collision is inevitable. If logic 
ruled, it would be inevitable. But logic does 
not rule, and unreason is as likely to go off 
on one tangent as another. Too many ques- 
tion marks are suspended over frontiers. 
Events show the great powers openly pre- 
paring to meet attacks, but there is still no 
infallible sign that even Germany is prepared 
to open attack."

THESE "ISMS" 


.'' 'There is naturally a good deal of looseness 


^ in our use of language, but it does seem some- 


times as if people should be a little more pre- 
cise. Here, for instance, is a Canadian 
brother making a wholesome address on de- 
mocracy, but getting himself badly tangled 
in his handling of the "isms." 


He is all right as long as he sticks to 


Nazism and Communism, but he proceeds to 
generalize. "None of the isms," he an- 
nounces, "recognize God, and we do not want 
them in Canada, for without God a country 
is lost." 


How about Protestantism, Catholicism, 


Presbyterianisms, Methodism, Unitarianism, 
Lutheranism, pacifism, and so on? 


POLITICAL BROADCASTING 


Canada, looking ahead to a general elec- 


tion campaign, has been putting its radio 
house in order with a view to all-round fair- 
ness. The following policies, approved by the 
government and all the political parties, are 
announced by the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation. 


Between the dissolution of Parliament and 


election day there will be no radio time pur- 
chasable for political networks. Such broad- 
casting will be free in both federal and pro- 
vincial campaigns, and the political radio 
time will be proportioned to the strength of 
the parties. 


Time may be purchased 
for political 


speeches when there is no election campaign 
in progress. 


Political broadcasts are forbidden for the 


two days preceding election, and political dra- 
matizations, such as caused much controver- 
sy in the United States during the last pres- 
idential campaign, are forbidden. 


The general aim is to put political partisan 


broadcasts on a more orderly and democratic 
basis, and to keep the quantity of political 
broadcasts within reasonable limits. 


Our broadcasting rules in the United 


States may be expected to follow about the 
same lines.

COLITIS DOES NOT KILL PATIENTS 


For years the patient with colitis—slight inflam- 


mation and irritability of the large bowel—was con- 
sidered to have diarrhoea due to certain foods he 
was eating. Accordingly, "soft" foods were pre- 
scribed together with an enema of oil, or water 
daily or every other day. 
Recently it has been learned that these patients 


are of the nervous and emotional type and, in addi- 
tion to soft foods, they have been advised to try to 
acquire calmness of spirit by facing their problems 
bravely and analyzing and working out the problem 
instead of being worried, or afraid of it. 


In some ways it is unfortunate that the name 


colitis and its cause—emotional disturbance—:<nave 
been so freely discussed as the symptoms m some 
patients are not so severe and yet they are afraid 
that they will waste away and die because of the 
persistent diarrhoea. 
Some very good advice for physicians, patients, 


and others is given by Walter C. Alvarez, Mayo 
Clinic, in Ohio State Medical Journal. Dr. Alvarez 
has done research work on the intestine for many 
years and has been able to show tiiat while some 
healthy individuals have two and even three bowel 
movements daily, there are others who have bowel 
movements just two or three times a week and ap- 
pear to be just as healthy. In regard to colitis or 
sensitive colon, Dr. Alvarez says: 
"The more 1 sec of patients with a sensitive colon 


colitis—the less I want to treat the bowel and the 
more I want to treat the patient. Do not tell the 
patient she has colitis unless the bowel is ulcerated 
and inflamed. We should tell these patients with sen- 
sitive colons that they will probably always have it, 
that it will never injure them nor kill them and it is 
up to them to learn to live with it and avoid the 
things that make it more irritable." 
Dr. Alvarez suggests a "quieting" medicine be- 


fore a dinner party to prevent the bloating and de- 
sire to go to stool. 
I believe that once the patient realizes that co- 


litis will not injure or kill her, she will lose her fear 
of it and losing the fear of colitis should go a long 
way in curing the ailment because more calmness 
of spirit will have been obtained.

business 
depression 


has, for the first time in 160 years, 
caused our standard of living to 
decline. At least, that is what' 
Howard Coonley, president of the 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers, said a few nights ago. 
He insists that "only through 
restoration of confidence in the 
American system can this country 
resume 
progress." In 
general, 


everyone agrees with Mr. Coonley. 
Naturally, we want 
confidence. 


We all know that when we are 
confident, things go along much 
better—we work harder, more 
people have jobs, and we spend 
money more freely. 


On the other hand, there is tre- 


mendous disagreement as to what 
is meant by "confidence." Differ- 
ent groups of people, different sec- 
tions of the country, and different 
political leaders 
have entirely 


opposite views as to what will re- 
store confidence. Both Howard 
Coonley and Norman Thomas 
would 'state that the greatest 
need of the world is "confidence." 
Yet, they would absolutely dis- 
agree as to what will bring about 
that confidence. 


No One Agrees On Anything 
Some people, for instance, want 


old-age pensions for everybody, 
while others feel that this would 
bankrupt us. Some want stricter 
labor 
legislation, while others 


argue for less. Some want more 
federal money spent for "relief," 
while others insist that all relief 
expenditures should come from 
local "community chests." Some 
•want prices fixed at "cost," while 
others insist that only free mar- 
kets for commodities, labor, and 
enterprise will bring about pros- 
perity. Some hope to see govern- 
ment banks which will give credit 
to everyone, while others think 
that the government is already 
meddling too much with our bank- 
ing system.

In order to 
hold their jobs, each of these 
secretaries tries to call personally 
on the largest number of Congress- 
men and bombard them with the 
greatest number of letters and 
telegrams. -The whole thing has 
become a great big racket. Worst 
of all, our senators and represen- 
tatives do not have time to study, 
or oven to think. They are har- 
assed day and night by these self- 
ish pressure groups. 


This all means that our funda- 


mental difficulty is that we have 
thrown out of the window the 
republic which Washington, Madi- 
son, and Hamilton founded. As 
we all know, they set up a gov- 
ornmrnt 
with 
three 
distinct 


branches to check each other. 
Moreover, the legislative branch

Outlaw Pressure Groups 


Yes, Ihe country needs confi- 


dence. Only by the restoration of 
confidence will business return to 
normal, unemployment and relief 
be eliminated, and our various 
government budgets be balanced. 
The first confidence needed, how- 
ever, is in our Congress. Before 
we can have confidence in any- 
thing else, we must have con- 
fidence in our senators and repre- 
sentatives. We must have con- 
fidence enough to forbid pressure 
groups from harassing them. 


In short, confidence will be re- 


stored as pressure groups ar* out- 
lawed. Now, just one more 
thought: Please do not write m 
letters about free speech, etc. O 
course. I believe in free speecl- 
You should always be free t< 
write your senators or iepre 
sentatives any letter that; yoi 
wish, or talk to them in person 
when they are home. By prt|sur 
groups, I mean paid lobtyjsts

abrogation of the Japanese-Amer- 
ican treaty of 1911 as an unfriend- 
ly action. 


Treaties were intended to be 


revised when one or the other of 
the parties found new circum- 
stances requiring reconsideration. 
But, in this instance, notice of the 
termination of the treaty six 
months hence really means that 
the United States government be- 
lieves there should be a re-exam- 
ination of the entire question of 
treaty relationships in the Far 


re-examination has been 
compelled by the changed relation- 
ships as between China and Ja- 
pan and as between Japan and the 
other powers of the world. It is 
not merely the incidents growing 
out of the hostilities in the Far 
East in which foreigners have be- 
come involved, but the larger 
question of what America's whole 
connection with commerce and 
trade in the Far East shall be in 
the future. 


Historically, the United States 


lias maintained that in China 
there should be an "open door" 
commercially. This doctrine was 
enunciated about 40 years ago by 
Secretary Hay of the McKinley 
administration, a Republican re- 
gime. In later years, the principle 
of the "open door" has been re- 
peatedly affirmed by both Demo- 
cratic and Republican administra- 
tions in Washington, and it has 
been further supplemented with 
the comment that the United 
States has never insisted upon 
special privileges in Central and 
South America, but has partici- 
pated herself in an "open door" 
policy. 


The reference to the western 


hemisphere situation has been oc- 
casioned by the contention of 
Japanese 
spokesmen 
that 
the 


United States had a Monroe Doc- 
trine and that Japan was merely 
attempting to set up a Monroe Doc- 
trine in the Far .East. But the 
Monroe Doctrine merely protests 
this hemisphere against military 
and naval aggression and does not 
in any way mean impairment of 
the sovereignty of the 20 repub- 
lics to the south of us. 


Inasmuch as Japan has seen fit 


to bar Americans and others from 
carrying on commercial relations 
with China at a time when there 
is no state of war declared by 
Tokyo and when, from an interna- 
tional law standpoint no state of 
blockade has been declared, the 
United States 
must needs fall 


back on her treaty of 1911. Since 


this has been' repeatedly violated 
by Japanete instructions as to 
how Americans may come and go 
in Chin* and ekewhere In the Far' 
East, the Vnlted State* govern- 
ment sees no "good reason for re- 
taining the treaty. • 


Notice of abrogation of the 


treaty of 1911 has been accompa- 
nied by predictions here, that the 
United States would next apply an 
embargo on war supplies to Japan, 
but this is not necessarily a sequel. 
The department of state has been 
hesitant to apply,' the neutrality 
law which penults' in'.tlme of war 
the imposition .of an export em- 
bargo. 
The reason was that no 


state of war has been declared, 
and while this-is a technical point, ' 
it is nevertheless true that, with 
the existence • of-the - Japanese- 
American treaty of 1911 which 
permits free access reciprocally, by 
the citizens of one country* to the 
commerce of the other, no such'. 
restriction could be ordered if con- 
sistency were to'be maintained. ' 


Today the situation'has chang-; 


ed. Republicans and 
Democrats 


on Capitol Hill joined in support- 
ing a resolution—which-was never, 
passed, but which had its effect-^- 
asking that the 1911 treaty be ab- 
rogated by the executive. 
This 


notice of public sentiment reflected 
by both major parties in Congress 
was sufficient indication to the ex-- 
ecutive of the wishes of the Sen- 
ate. Now, with formal notice giv- 
en, the whole question of Japan- 
ese-American relations, including 
the matter of'an embargo, will 
probably be settled by the Senate 
foreign relations committee and 
the department of state • working 
in close collaboration. During the 
next few months, it will naturally 
fall to Japan to declare her poli- 
cies and purposes in the Far East 
and to indicate to what extent she 
feels she has the right to exclude 
the citizens of the rest of the 
world from doing business in or 
living in China, not only in so- 
called treaty ports, but in other 
areas under Japanese control. 


Since the American people are 


anxious to maintain a peaceful 
relationship with Japan, but can- 
not view without anxiety a dis- 
turbed status of treaty rights in 
the Far East, the opportunity to 
forge a new formula for Far 
Eastern affairs may come out of 
the treaty discussions'. While the 
United States is disposed to con- 
sider this as a matter of consulta- 
tion with the other members of 
the so-called nine-power treaty, 
the initiative is wholly American 
and whatever is decided upon 
finally will be wholly American, 
top, without regard to the im- 
plications of the question in rela- 
tion to European rivalries.

The stately old trees that 


beautify your home would be dif- 
ficult, and certiinly costly, to re- 
place if they should die. Old 
trees seem so strong and hardy 
that few of us a-er consider their 
well-being, yet they are subject 
to disease and tie ravages of in- 
sects as are all firms of plant life. 
Trees really dont require very 
much attention mless decay has 
already set in. The important 
thing is to be sue that they are 
supplied with a efficiency of all 
the food element they require. 
A well fed tree, like a well fed 
animal, seldom sucumbs to dis- 
ease. 


Supplying your .Id trees with 


plenty of all the fant food ele- 
ments they requiri is not at all 
difficult, for the cmplete plant 
food that beautifm - your lawn 
and garden and maes your vege- 
tables tastier, as w-ll as quicker 
maturing, will also have the de- 
sired effect on your old trees. 


The process of tree feeding is 


quite simple. First you determine 
the amount of complete plant food 
required by the tree which you 
are going to feed. To do this 
measure the diameter of the tree 
at a point about four feet from 
the ground. To each inch of 
diameter allow three pounds of 
complete plant food. Inasmuch 
as the main feeding roots of a 
tree extend 
out in a -circle 


equivalent to the circle made by 
the drip of the branches,"'this is 
the proper place to apply the 
plant food. Make a series of 
holes, two inches in diameter and 
about 18 inches deep under the 
drip of the branches in a zigzag 
fashion. The holes can be made 
best with a ground auger but a 
crowbar or other pointed device 
can be satisfactorily used. Fill 
the holes half full of the complete 
plant food and complete filling 
with soil. That is all there is to 
tree feeding—really it is easier 
to do than it is to tell about.

spring and a pipe line laid to it. 
The water is run from this into 
five-gallon bottles and hauled to 
market for sale It is meant prin- 
cipally for drinking purposes and 
is bottled freshly each day. 


The farm on which the spring 


has been running for centuries, 
was first settled by Philip Oster- 
houdt in 1672.

of the Minnesota river in 1855 
and combined farming with med- 
ical work, when he wasn't fight- 
ing Indians, the brothers followed 
their bents for medical and sur- 
gical science, acquired insatiable 
thirsts for knowledge and devel- 
oped deep feelings of respons- 
bility for ailing humanity. 


Working in partnership when 


they took over their father's prac- 
tice, they early began setting 
aside part of their earnings and 
out of this fund grew two enor- 
mous projects, the Mayo Clinic 
and the Mayo Foundation for 
Medical Education and Research.

In 1880 he entered the 
medical school of the University 
of Michigan and was graduated 
M. D. in 1883. 


He practiced with his father 


but the "old doctor" encouraged 
him to further study. In 1884 he 
spent two months at the New 
York Postgraduate Medical School 
and in 1885 took a course at the 
New York Polyclimc. 
Patients Numbered In Thousands 


When his brother, "Dr. Char- 


ge," joined the family practice in 
L888, they started the custom of 
alternate week-ends at the clinics 
of Chicago and ultimately extend- 
ed their knowledge seeking ex- 
cursions to Europe. All the time 
hey were working as the right- 
hand men of their father in con- 
ducting St. Mary's Hospital, a 
mall institution which "the old 
doctor" had established in Roches- 
er. Eventually their skill be- 
ame noised abroad and patients 
flocked to them. 


St. Mary's thus became the 


nucleus of the Mayo Clinic and 
he Mayo Foundation. The clinic 
vas organized in 1912 and 
was 


designed to accommodate 14,000 
jatients a year. But there were 
25,000 in 1913 and by 1938 the list 
lad grown to 80,000. The founda- 
tion was endowed with $1,500,000 
n 1915 and $500,000 was added 
n 1935. To insure the perpetuity 
of these institutions the brothers 
ncorporated the Mayo Properties 
Association in 1919 as a holding 
company for the clinic while the

Lewis Stirs Up 
.Storm at Capital 


Garner Attack Improve* 


Chance* for Revision 


of Wage-Hour Bill 


Washington, July 28 (*>—John 


L. Lewis' denunciation of Vice 
President Garner stirred up such 
a congressional tempest today that 
some legislators said it had im- 
proved chances for revision of the 
wage-hour law at this session. 


Lewis was demanding that Con- 


gress make no change in the law 
when he told the House labor com- 
mittee yesterday that the 70-year- 
old Vice President is a "labor- 
baiting, 
poker-playing, 
whisky- 


drinking evil old man." 


Ignoring the CIO leader's oppo- 


sition to any "wage-hour altera- 
tions—a stand in which the AFL 
joined — the 
labor 
committee 


agreed after a tempestous closed 
meeting to try to bring so-called 
"non-controversial" 
amendments 


to the House floor next Monday. 


Three Proposals, 


A short time later, the rules 


committee decided to send to the 
floor three separate proposals for 
changing the law and let the 
chamber take its pick. A tangled 
parliamentary situation was cer- 
tain to develop.

called the "campaign against la- 
bor" in the House, and said: 


"I am against him in 1939 and 


I will be against him in 1940 when 
he seeks the presidency of the 
United States."

Several of them quickly predicted 
that Lewis' outburst would help 
Garner politically. 


"It will be worth millions of 


votes to the Vice President if he 
is a candidate for office .in 1940," 
asserted Senator Burke (D., Neb.). 
It should assure hi$ election." 


Garner declined to comment on 


^ewis' attack. When friends want- 
ed to reply on the Seriate floor, he 
was reported to have requested 
them not to do so. Senator Shep- 
jard (D., Tex.) told reporters: 


"I have no knowledge as to 


vhat Mr. Garner has done or not 
done as to labor legislation, but I 
do know that Mr. Lewis is entire- 
y under misapprehension as to 
Mr. Garner's personal habits." 


The House gave Garner a tu- 


multuous ovation late yesterday 
when the Texas delegation formal- 
y expressed its "deep resentment 
and indignation at this unwar- 
ranted and unjustified attack."
